She not only
liberated the serfs and endowed them with
the rights of citizenship in the communes,
But put them in the way of becoming land-
ed proprietors, No nation ever made =0
pigantic an experiment in social and politi-
¢l science. Free labor has led to the most
complicated agrarian problems, and the re-
sults bave fallen short of popular expecta-
tiop. The serfs have not Leen transformed
into-sober and thrifty fanmcers. The effort
to create a third estate of intelligence has
not_b_e?n; successful. Many of the landed
proprietors bhave been ruined, and few of
the pessants nave conducted their farms
profitably. The economic and political re-
snlts of manumiseion bave disappointed
both the educated classes and the mdss of
the population. So impartial a writer as
Ar. Wallace describes the great majority of
eduecated Russiang as suffering to-day from
shattered illusions. The expectations which
they entertained at the beginning of this
transition period have not sbeen realized.
They have not escaped the hrsh action of
economic laws by which the working c¢lasses
of other nations are weighed down.”

What a confessionisbere! The Russians
“have pnot reformed the serls into sober
and thrifty farmers,”” and ‘have we not
learned in America that it is one thing to
give a slave his liberty and another thing to
make bhim an intelligent snd- industrious
citizen?”

A TERRIBLE TRAGEDY—TW0 MEN KILLED
1N PHILADELPHIA.—A shocking tragedy oc-
curred in Philadelphia Tuesday morning,
at the railroad crossing at Ninth and Wal-
lace strects, where the tracks of the Ger-
mantown and Norristown division of the
Reading railroad enter the passenger depot.
The Philadelphia Evening Telegraph says
that about a quarter Léfore 9 o’¢lock there
was a train being made up, and the engi-
neer was hacking the cars into the depot,
when Henry Stout, the flagman, saw a

man, apparently in an  intoxicated
condition, standing between the rails
on the track the ecars were on, and

to all appenrances unconscious of the fact
that the cars were bearing doswn upon bim.
Seeing the peril of the man, Stout shouted
and motioned to him to get out of the way.
The nmun paid ne heed, when Stout, seeing
that no heed was paid to his eall, sprang to
the man's assistance. Just before the cars
reached the stranger Stout had selzed him,
andstroveto pull him awny from the track.
But instead of allowing him to accomplish
his purpose the bystanders were horritied
‘to see the stranger seize Stout in a fierce
erapple. For a seeond or two the men
swayed backward and forward, and then
the stranzer, being the most powerful man of
the two, dragged the flagman to the ground
and fell himself just as the cars reached them.
I"or an instant there wis a sickening sound
of crushing hones, and then the mutilated
hodies of the two vielims were scen covered
with their blood, The flagman had both
legs cut off, und the stranger had ane arm
severed from the Dbody, and the right leg
crushed almost its entire length, and was
badly eut about the head. The two men,
on being taken to the Pennsylvamia Ios-
pital, received every attention, but they
had both leen so terribly maungled that
there was found to be no possibility of re-
covery in either case. Stout the flagman
breathed his lust at twenty-tfive minutes
alter 10 o’clock, and at 11 o’clock the stran-
wer, supposed to be R, Link, of Bucks
county, died a half hour Ilater. Stout was

[ only twenty-seven years of age.
